Ing order wUboal notloe baa In sev- 
eral Instancee been abused by Us In- 
considerate exercise, and te remedy 
thla. the platform upon which I waa 
elected ncommenda the formulatt.-m In 
a statute of the conditions under 
which auch a tempc)rary reatralnlns 
order ought to Issue. A atotute caa 
and ought to be framed to embody tho 
beat modern practice, and aaa brlns 
tho Bubject so oloaely to tbo attoa> 
tion of tJio court aa to make abuaee ot 
tho process unlikely In the future. 
American people, if I nndaratand tbem. 
Insist that the authority of the oourto 
shall be Bustiilaed and are oppoaed to 
any change lu the procedure by whiOk 
the (x-iwer< of a court may be waab 
eiicd and the fearleaa and pffeoti vo a4 - 
mlnlitrallon of Jnatloe be tatorfOrod 
with. 

Having ttea reviewed tbe qoestlona 
likely to 'pcur during m> admlnlatra- 
tlou, and having exproos»d In a aum- 
mary wiv the poaltlon which I expect 
to take In recommendations to con- 
i gross and In my conduct as an ex. 
ecutlve, I invoke tbs conHlderate nym- 
pathy and aupport of my fellow cWl- 
•ena and the aid ot Almighty Ood to 
the makam q|
